his month’s Guernsey Breeders’ 
Journal contains the new August 
2000 USDA Genetic Evaluations 
that reflect the base change that occurs 
every five years. Predicted Transmit- 
ting Abilities (PTAs) measure the genetic 
merit of an animal compared to that of a 
base population whose average genetic 
merit is considered to be zero. For the 
August 2000 evaluations, the base popu- 
lation for all dairy genetic evaluations was Seth Johnson 
changed from all cows born in 1990 to those born in 1995. This 
resulted in a lowering of all genetic evaluations. The average reduc- 
tion for the breed was —515M, -20F, -18P and -.72 PTAT. This 
represents the progress in genetic merit for each trait from 1990 to 
1995. Any re-ranking of bulls is due to added information in their 
evaluations, not the base change. Keep in mind that PTAs are just a 
valuable way of ranking bulls for various traits and do not actually 
predict what the actual performance of an animal’s offspring will be 
in pounds of production. The important thing is the difference 
between the top bulls and the average bulls, not the actual pounds of 
both groups. The base change has not changed the genetic potential 
of any bull or cow, just the basis for comparison. No one has 
claimed any of the active bulls have the complete package that will 
please every breeder. However, there are a variety of bulls with 
varied pedigrees that can do a good job of improving just about 
every type trait while improving production. Whether it is strength, 
rump width or fore udder attachments you are looking to improve,

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he oppressive heat and humidity of

The French are serious 
about food and take the time to fully appre- 
ciate it. Restaurant meals could linger for 
hours (we WERE on holiday) with four to 
six courses. Our all-time record was four 
hours, lasting from 8:00 PM until midnight. 
The cheese tray was the fifth course of this

high demand for Guernseys across 
the nation has sparked the question 
- How can we increase breed num- 
bers while continuing to advance genetically? 
Many breeders feel that embryo transfer is 
the route to take. The following is a discus- 
sion of embryo transfer among breeders who 
have experience in this field. President Clark 
Vilter of Hartland, Wisconsin, served as the 
moderator with the following breeders par- 
ticipating: Ernie Berousek of Yukon, Okla- 
homa; Randy and Wanda Knapp of 
Epworth, lowa; Lee Kohler of Baltimore, 
Ohio; Chad Winke of Waukon, Iowa; and 
Leon Zweegman of Lynden, Washington. 


When selecting a donor dam, we choose to 
flush cows from cow families that we know 
transmit or cows that we know we have 
embryo interests in. What criteria do you 
use? 

Berousek: We did most of our flushing be- 
tween 1982 and 1994, and we were inter- 
ested in only potential bull mothers. We 
choose Excellent cows that have at least 
20,000 pounds of milk and are from a good 
cow family. 

Knapps: We look for a cow that has scored 


Excellent and is at least +1,000 pounds of 


milk over herdmates. We put more empha- 
sis on overall type than production with 
udders having the greatest influence. 

Kohler: At this point, we consider cows 
for which there is a market for embryos, 
whether bulls for stud, an ace for a big sale, 
or private interests. I cannot justify flush- 
ing without a known market of some sort. 
Winke: We select animals that have high 
predicted transmitting abilities (PTA) and 


have high yield deviation in the herd out of 


strong cow families with balanced type and 
production. We also flush cows that have 
potential embryo interest. 

Zweegman: We choose cows that are high 
on the CPI list, usually also with expressed 
A.I. interest, to give us a better chance at 


OW indta able 


getting the desired offspring. 


Although not an easy task, we try to find 
the best mating for each cow when deter- 
mining which service sire to use. What do 


you do? 


Berousek: We use sires from the upper 
end of the PTI sire list, and we try to find 
one whose daughters have good foreudders, 
udder cleft, close teat placement, shallow 
udders and good feet and legs. This is not 
easy sometimes. 

Knapps: We use type evaluation and linear 
scores when thinking about matings. We 
compare strengths and weaknesses to try 
to create a balance. 

Kohler: | figure which mating I feel might 
be the most attractive, then consult some 


people in the breed of whom I have a lot of 


respect for their opinions. After discussing 
options with them, I try to decide which 
would be the most marketable mating at this 
point (until new bull proofs arrive!). 
Winke: If there is A.I. interest in the re- 
sulting animal, we will use the suggested 
mating for a sire, or with embryo interest, 
we will consider suggestions from potential 
buyers. Otherwise, we will try to find the 
best mating for the animal. In cows that 
have been flushed multiple times, we try to 
use several bulls from different cow fami- 
lies. 

Zweegman: That’s always the toughest de- 
cision. Without outside expressed interest 
in a particular mating, every mating is a 
matter of studying linear traits and trying to 
come up with a best possible mating. 


Our recipients are usually around 14 
months old when we transfer embryos into 
them. How old are your recipients? 

Berousek: We have used mostly Guern- 
sey, Holstein and beef cows. We have used 
Holstein and beef heifers at 17 to 18 months 
old. One technician advised me to stay away 
from long-eared beef cattle as they have a 
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three ringed cervix. However, we are suc- 
cessful with Brangus. 

Knapps: Anywhere from 13 to 18 months 
depending on where the recipient comes 
from. It really depends on the heifer’s body 
condition. Ideally, we would like them from 
13 to 15 months. 

Kohler: If we have enough virgin heifers, 
we will use them, and they are usually around 
15-17 months of age. We have had some 
luck with 2-year-old cows which have no 
breeding problems, but I really feel they 
will enhance the herd by carrying an em- 
bryo rather than breeding directly. 
Winke: Most recipient heifers are around 
14 months old. I also use some cows in my 
herd that are at or slightly below herd aver- 
age, and some Holstein cattle are used as 
rec ipients. 

Zweegman: Our recipients are usually in 
the 13-15 month range and can be either 
Guernsey or Holstein, depending on what 
is available at the time. 


When we first started flushing, we kept all 
the embryos for ourselves to increase the 
quality of our herd. With an increased 
flushing program, we now are able to mar- 
ket embryos and thereby increase our in- 
come considerably. What percent of your 
embryos stay in the herd? Do you market 
embryos? 
Berousek: We have retained all embryos to 
date. Although we have dispersed our herd, 
ve still have three cows farmed out. If we 
can arrange it with the host farm, we will 
flush the best cow and sell the embryos to 
add to our breed numbers. 
Knapps: We keep the majority of our em- 
bryos, about 90-95 percent actually. We feel 
we’ve always done better from a marketing 
standpoint by selling a live calf over the 
embryos. 
Kohler: We have marketed some embryos, 
but it has been limited. I feel this may be a 
great way to increase income in the future, 
provided that there is an adequate market 
for them. 
Winke: At least 70 percent of the embryos 
stay in the herd, the other 30 percent are 
marketed. Some resulting ET calves are then 
marketed to offset the expense of the em- 
bryo transfer. Some cows are flushed with 
the intention to keep the calves in the herd 
and increase members from that cow fam- 
ily. 
Zweegman: Most embryos are kept here, 
however three years ago, nine embryos were 
sent to Australia. We do have four embryos 
frozen at this time that are for sale.

fer. We pay $65 for a trip charge, $250 
setup charge, $100 pregnancy fee, $25 
freezing per embryo, $25 thawing per em- 
bryo and $25 per embryo that we sell. Ad- 
ditional health paper charges are incurred 
Sor embryos sold out of this country. 
Berousek: Our cows were farmed out, and 
we flushed cows in seven different states. 
Costs were $700-$1,000. Twice when we 
had the donor at home, | picked up the 
drugs, gave the cow her shots, hauled her 
to the technician where he would flush her 
for $250 and freeze the number one em- 
bryos at $50 each. If | was a young man 
milking my own cows today, I would con- 
sider attending an ET training school and 
do my own flushing. 

Knapps: We pay $1 per mile for trip 
charge, $170 setup fee, $60 transfer fee, 
$25 for freezing and $25 for thawing. We 
do not pay anything if we sell the embryos. 
Kohler: We have used two different vets 
and systems: |). A $250 setup charge 
which includes drugs and drive in fee, then 
$50 per embryo whether frozen or im- 
planted. My herd vet will implant the em- 
bryo if we wish to thaw. His fees are $25 
drive in fee, and then $15 per quarter hour 
needed to do the job. I try to synchronize 
recips so that they are ready on the regular 
(monthly) herd health day to be implanted, 
so cost here is ata minimum. However, all 
does not always heed the plan. 2). The

second is where we take the cow to a clinic, 
and the drug fee is $200, plus $50 per em- 
bryo whether frozen or transferred. See 
above cost for herd vet to implant. 
Winke: There is a $225 setup charge, $200 
resulting pregnancy from fresh transfers, $25 
freezing per frozen embryo, variable for 
putting in frozen embryos - $25 per trans- 
fer to $100 for resulting pregnancy. For in- 
ternational shipping, there is a $250 setup 
charge plus the extra cost of blood work and 
paperwork required. 

Zweegman: We pay $28 for a regular call, 
$70 for FSH, $150 flushing fee, $50 per 
embryo, $25 freezing per embryo. If sold 
out of the country, there are additional 
charges for health papers and testing of the 
donor dam. 


Do you flush virgin heifers? We do not 
flush heifers as we feel our money is better 
spent flushing proven cows. If I were to 
flush a heifer, it would only be a single 
flush, not a super ovulation as sometimes 
the hormones used in a super can have an 
adverse effect. 

Berousek: We only tried it once. In 1982, | 
purchased an outstanding heifer. Her dam 
was an Excellent class leader from an out- 
standing family. | took her to an ET estab- 
lishment, left her there and asked them to 
get me some embryos and then breed her. 
All efforts failed and after six months, |

brought her home and tried natural service. I 
finally sold her for beef as a barren 4-year- 
old. With advances in technology, | would 
not be afraid to try it today however. 
Knapps: We don’t flush virgin heifers very 
often for the same reason. However, we have 
flushed a couple of high index animals. 
Kohler: | have tried an occasional virgin 
heifer and have not had much luck. I am con- 
centrating on the proven cows with indexes 
and performance information to enhance the 
market. 

Winke: | do flush some virgin heifers out of 
select cow families. We flush the heifers to 
decrease the generation interval to increase 
the rate of genetic improvement. These se- 
lect heifers should have the newest and best 
genetics, so making more calves out of them 
sooner will result in more genetically ad- 
vanced animals. These heifers are usually 
flushed just once at about 13 to 14 months 
of age and are set up on a heifer dosage rate 
of FSH for the flush to guard against any 
adverse effects on the animal from the hor- 
mones. 

Zweegman: We don’t flush virgin heifers. 
We save to flush a few of the good cows. 


We have found that the key to high success 
rates is to pay attention to detail. We flush 
our cows when they are in positive energy, 
and we don’t flush a cow milking over 100

pounds per day. We don’t flush in the heat 
of summer if we can help it, and if we do, 
we use fans to keep the donor cow under 
less stress. We feed our cows “Performance”, 
as we feel this gives us more favorable re- 
sults. We make sure our recipients are in 
good body condition and in standing heat. 
What is your key to high success rates? What 
procedures do you follow in setting up a 
cow to be flushed? 

Berousek: | endorse your conditions and 
wish ours had been that good. 

Knapps: We agree that one needs to pay a 
lot of attention to detail. Timing is every- 
thing when it comes to flushing. Ideal condi- 


tions are the cow’s body condition, signs of 


good heat and the weather plays a major 
role on how “lucky” we get on flush day. 
The less stress for the donor cow, the better 
the chance for optimum results. We don’t 
feed our cows anything in particular to get 
them ready for flushing. Recipients need to 
be in good body condition, and we vaccinate 
them immediately when we get them so they 
have the same herd health as our own. We 
rely heavily on the advice of our veterinar- 
ian on how well he thinks a particular re- 
cipient will accept and carry an embryo. 

Kohler: Pretty much the same regiment as 
listed above, except have not used the “Per- 


formance” additive. 

Winke: We also do not flush cows in nega- 
tive energy balance or milking over 100 
pounds per day. We try to avoid flushing 
cows if it has been really hot. We also have a 
special mineral and vitamin mix in the TMR 
to boost reproductive performance. Also, 
the FSH dosage rates can be varied between 
cows to find the optimum dosage rate for 
that particular cow for the best quality and 
yield of embryos. 

Zweegman: We wait 60-90 days after calv- 
ing to start flushing. We don’t really treat 
these cows differently. We had poor re- 
sponses on several this year that flushed 
well last year. There were plenty of eggs 
but very few good embryos on flush day. 
I’m open for ideas from the others of you 
who have had good responses. 


Do you do any single flushing? On occa- 
sion, we will single flush a cow on the same 
day we are supering a cow and our ET vet is 
there on the farm anyway. Single flushing 
is not as economical for us as super ovulat- 
ing a cow. 

Berousek: We have never performed a single 
flush. 

Knapps: We have the same practices as the 
Vilters for a single flushing. If the timing is 
right, we take advantage of the situation. 
Kohler: We have not tried single flushing. 
If in the future we have a “hot” virgin heifer, 


we might consider this as an option. Oth- 
erwise, I don’t think it is very economical. 
Winke: We also feel that single flushing is 
not as economical as super ovulation. We 
have done a few single flushes in cases where 
a cow or heifer we are planning on flushing 
in the future comes in heat on the same day 
as a few available recipients. 

Zweegman: We have not done any single 
flushes. 


We have never sexed embryos, but we have 
sexed a few pregnancies through the use 
of ultrasound. Do you sex any embryos or 
sex any pregnancies? 
Berousek: We haven’t sexed any embryos 
or pregnancies. 
Knapps: We have never gotten into sexing 
the embryos or pregnancies. Of course, we 
hope for more heifers, but fortunately, we 
have a fairly good market for selling bulls 
to other breeders and some do go to stud. 
Kohler: We have not done any sexing 
work. I guess I’m afraid to potentially 
damage the merchandise. I concentrate more 
on pregnancy rates so we have more live 
calves born from which to choose. 
Winke: Currently, we haven’t done any, 
but are looking into the option of sexing 
some embryos of cows that we are only 
interested in getting heifers from. We are 
also considering ultrasounding pregnancies

This will be the seventeenth in a series of National 
Guernsey Gold 3-Year-Old Futurities. The 2003 entrants must be born between September 1, 1999 and August 31, 2000. The 
four payment deadlines are as follows: first payment, November 30, 2000; second payment, November 30, 2001; third pay- 


ment, November 30, 2002 and fourth payment, September 30, 2003. 


Futurity Location: 2-Year-Old at Madison, Wisconsin, in 
conjunction with World Dairy Expo; 3-Year-Old at the North 
American International Livestock Exposition, Louisville, 
Kentucky. 


Entry Procedure: Anyone may enter a Guernsey heifer by 
submitting a completed entry form (see form below) along 
with the specified entry fee. The following year, these people 
will receive a notice for a second entry payment. This proce- 
dure will continue for the third and fourth payments. The ani- 
mals for which four Futurity payments have been made and 
which have been appropriately entered at the national show 
where the Futurity will be eligible to be shown in the Futurity. 
When a female entered in the Futurity is sold, it is the respon- 
sibility of the owner to notify the National Guernsey Gold 


Futurity, c/o the American Guernsey Association (AGA) of 


the change in ownership and to inform the buyer that this ani- 
mal has been entered in the Futurity. It is then the responsibil- 
ity of the buyer to submit subsequent fees in accordance with 
the rules and closing dates. The postmark shall determine elli- 
gibility of meeting the closing date requirements. 


Entry Fees: First payment $3; second payment $5; third pay- 
ment $10; fourth payment $25. When the nomination fees and 
subsequent payments in connection with the Futurity are re- 
ceived at the AGA, they are committed to the purse for this 
event and no refunds will be made. The only exception is that, 
should any condition arise which prevents the showing of this 
Futurity, the right is reserved to cancel the event and pay to 
the persons owning the females eligible at the time of cancel- 
lation their prorated share of all monies accrued in the Futu- 


rity cancelled after deduction of the actual expenses incurred 
by AGA in the administration of it. 

Purse: Premiums will consist of entry fees minus administra- 
tive expense. Awards will be presented for the first- and sec- 
ond-place animals; first-place junior exhibitor; first-place 
animal bred and owned by the exhibitor; highest 305-day ac- 
tual DHIR or DHI milk record in the top 20 animals; highest 
305-day actual DHIR or DHI butterfat record in the top 20 
animals; highest 305-day actual DHIR or DHI protein record 
in the top 20 animals; highest placing individual sired by a 
bull proven through one of the four AGA-sponsored young 
sire groups and best udder. 


Judge Selection: The official judge of the show where the 
Futurity is being held will also serve as the official for the 
Futurity. 


The 2-Year-Old Futurity: All entries entered in the 
2003 3-year-old Futurity in Louisville, Kentucky, are 
also eligible to participate in the 2002 Futurity in 


Madison, Wisconsin, as 2-year-old cows, providing 
the third payment is made by September 1, 2002 to 
the AGA. 


The health requirements will be the same as the show with 
which the event is held. The AGA will not be liable for the 
safety of animals or exhibits, exhibitors or their employees 
against robbery or damage. All entrants agree to be ame- 
nable to all rules and regulations of the sponsoring fair and 
of the National Guernsey Gold Futurity, c/o the AGA. 


The AGA board of directors is, at all times, the governing body of this Futurity. All matters pertaining to the showing of the Futurity are subject to the
